Affaire reached a climax last Christ- 


mas eve, when George Baldwin left his 
employment at the hotel. 


Anita was but 17, and a raarriago li- 


cense could not bo procured, so it was 
agreed that the ceremony sbould take 
place out far enough from shore to pre- 
vent the interference ol law, and George 
Baldwin engaged the tug Kli/aheth for 
tbo morning of January 5.

The 
ais of hie appeal was that tbe railroads 
ould encourage the fruit IntereetH of 
estate us a matter of policy and Dusl- 
BB, both for tho roads aad for tho 
ate. Fruit {[rowers neud encourage- 
ont. Crops were not eatlefactory last 
ar and prices low. He urged the aa- 
cifttion to give, first, faetor services for 
ansportation of fruit to tho east, and 
cond, a $125 rate to New York with a 
0 rata schedule to Chicago. Tbe prea- 
it rate is $250 for fastservtce on passeu- 
r trains'and $160 on freight trains. 
Mr. Goodeell maintained that $125

W. N. Itayiior said that ho had been 


more or lean connected with aheep hus- 
bandry since 1859 end that ho agreed 
with all tbat had been said on the sub- 
ject. He knew of aectione in which pine 
forests had grown up since those sections 
became sheep ranges, and attributed this 
growth to tho fact tbat tbo sheepmen 
bad kept the fires from burning up the 
young timber. He knew that the first 
snow that melts iu the mountains is the 
snow on tho brush. 


W. W. Shipp said that be was not 


now in the sheep business. He had-no- 
ticed that the snow lay much longer on 
tbe south Bido of hia mountain range, 
tbat was perfectly bare, than it did on 
the cooler and northern side that waa 
covered with graaa and timber. His ex- 
perience was that tbe sheep men were 
much more careful to put out fires than 
the pleasure travellers who rode through 
the mountains. Thia was also tbe ex* 
perionce of M. D. Huffman. 


The meeting then adjourned to tbe 


room of tbe board of supervisors, where 
Messrs. Collins, Bacon, Gordon and Me- 
Wbirter addressed that body and asked 
their co-operation. The board cheer- 
fully consented to pace the resolution.!

But the sheep men 
re not interfering with a Binsle interest 
n Fresno county—aro not diminishing 


water supply or destroying tho tim- 
„. In tho flrat place the persons who 
ot up this scare about the eheep mon 
iad no practical information on tlie BUb- 
tct. If they bad been well informed 
bey would have known that trees, 
rasa and shrubbery does not prevent 
'now from melting, but has a contrary 
fleet. 


AN ILLUSTRATION. 


To illustrate, you can select two ipots 


ot any Bize on tho monntains, lot one bo 
perfectly barren and tho other covered 
with vegetation and shrubbery or trees, 
and tho barren spot will retain tho snow 
almost twice as long as the other 
This 


act is due to many'oiuBes, which it la 
not necessary to attempt to explain hero 
scientifically. 
• 
"It is known to uo a. fact by all mountain 


,ien. The heat in the wood and grass 
has something to do with melting the 
tmow—the color alao has some effect on 
it 
Any man knowa, or should know, 


that il von ft 1 two Backe with pine leaves 
and let the snow cover them that it will 
melt much more rapidly than it it falls 
on the bare ground. I will make any 
man a present of J1000 who can suc- 
cessfully- dornonatrate to roe tnut snow 
will remain as long in a timbered belt ae 


will on dry hard ground m our moun- 


tains. Now then as to the charge that 
tho Bheep meu burn up the lotMti. Ido 
not think that anybody really believes 
it. I have been a sheep man for many 
years aud know that sheep men have 
more to loso from fire than any other 
people in the monntains. They are par- 
ticularly careful in this regard and know 
when a fire dooB atari on a range thnt it 
it is not put ont it may destroy a great 
deal of very valuable teed. Then, too, 
the ureat herds of sheep that go back to 
the mountains every summer are driven 
way beyond tho timber belt. 


WILL no'lM AN INDUSTRY. 


"One reason I am opposed to this 


scheme is that it carried out it will 
drive one of the most important indus- 
tries out of Fresno connty. The sheep, 
cattle and stock industry brings nearly 
$1,000,000 into our connty every year 
and no man can foretell the disastrous 
effects of its eradication." 


Mr. Thomas Bacon spoke in much the 


eamo vein as Mr. OoHinB, and told ot the 
advuntegea of the monntaios for cattle 
raisins, not only in summer, but in win- 
tor. 
Hia cattle this year h»d wintered 


back in tbo mountains and he had only 
loat three head, while some of his neigh- 
bors in tho foothill! had lost 30 per 
cent of their herds. He had beard a 
good deal of talk on this subject by men 
who had little knowledge of the true 
condition of things, and it they were 
more familiar with tho customs ol Bheep- 
men they would find leas to criticize. 
The main water supply comes from the 
heavy banks 6f snow beyond the timber 
belts, 
... . . 
Mr. Stephonson's experience with his 


cattle had been similar to that ol Mr. 
Bacon. 
H. N. Woodfl, one of. tho best known 


stockmen In the country, paid Lie re- 
Bpects to tho aenrotionalisls "who had 
tried to bamboozle tho people on Una 
qneption throe years flgo." Uis experi- 
ence was In line with that o! the gentle- 
men who had precede 1 him.

Mr. Terry argued that the board ol 


trnsteea had been entrusted by tho law 
with the control ol tho flre department 
and that the ordinances passed by the 
board -were all-sufficient. 


"Have the board of trustees the right 


torempveMr. Higgins without trial! " 
asked Sr. Terry. "I say that they have, 
and I Bay it on tho decision of the BU- 
preme court. That portion ol the ordi- 
nance fixing Biggins' term of office was 
in excess of tha power conferred upon 
the board of trustees and was therefore 
invalid and without effect BO far as that 
portion of the document IB concerned. 
The cose of Smith against Brown was 
next quoted. Smith was a policeman of 
the city of Sacramento and was dismissed 
without trial. He brought suit against 
Brown, the mayor. In that case the 
supreme court decided that where the 
duration ol any office was not declared, 
either in the conatitution or the code, 
Buch office could be held only at the 
pleasure of the appointing power. 
The counsel quoted sections 1312 and 
1316 of High on Injunctions, which do- 
clore that there is no principle on the 
law of injunctions more clearly estab- 
lished than that a court ol equity will 
not inteilere with an injunction to de- 
termine tbe question of title to office or 
any appointment thereto.
